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1. The SCC Germany maintains a special publishing of fice desivnated SCC 
Publishing House and located at 24 Dietrich Rinz, Leipvig G1. The 
publishing office closely controls and directs graphic enterprises 

working on reparation orders and also exerts pressure on the entire 

graphic trade in the Soviet Cone of Germany. Included within tae 
organization of the SUC publishing house is a planning office, a print- 

ing shop and a finance section. The total number of employees includes 
about 150 Russians, one third of whom are men and two thirds women, and 

100 Germans, half of whom are men and the other half wowen. Ine Soviet 
enployees, who have been subjected to special political screening, 

maintain a political surveiliance upon a11 Gemans with whem they cone 

in contact in the line of work. The main plant of Lhe SCC publishing 
house is in Lelogzig, the center of the German graphic trade, while branches 
are located in Thuringia and Saxony-Anhalt. the SCC publishing office 
receives its u'ders and directives from veneral Chulkov, “uief of the 

5SGG in Kelrshorst, or, as ig more often the cnse, directly from authori- 
ties in toscow, Kiev and Leningrad, In the latter case, the publishing 
house reports to Gensral Chuikov on the nature of the orders, 


Production of the SCC publishing house includes school books in the 
Russian and Ukrainian lanpuages; political literature in Russian, Ukrainian 
and *olish; propaganda posters; wallposters for schools and labels for 
the entire cansed-goods and foodstuff industry. The cash value of tne 
1950 orders for the Leipzig plant total 100 million eastmarks, 70 percent, 
ef which is for the crinting of books, 20 percent for printing posters 
and 10 percent for printing labels, Approximately 7 million books in 
booklet, half-cloth and cloth binding form coutaining a total of about 
150 million 16é-page print sheets are produced each month, An average of 
about 2 million propaganda posters for use in elections in the Soviet 
Union and as wallposters for sciuools are printed each month. It is ex- 
pected tnat the 1950 production of Labels wlll amount to 800 billion, 
Production in Thuringia amounts to an additionsl 20 perceni of the above 
figure given for the Leipzig plant and that in Saxony-Anhalt to about 15 
percent of the same figure, To fill these orders, the SCC publishing 
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house requires the service of about &5 percent of tno entire Soviet 


Zone graphic industry and accordingly also 85 percent of all printing 
The SUC publishin,; office exerts considerable 
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pressure on German orinting shops, particularly those which are 

privately owned, and overtaxes men and machines by requiring the 
operation of three shifts a day, including Sundays, The main 

office has received notification that tue 195U production quota 

must ve £liled by 20 September 1950 and that if this goal is not attained 
the graphic enterorises will be charged wita economic sabotage of tine 
U.S.5.8. 
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
